Did Voters Understand New Constitution?

‘AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
The lopsided defeat of the 
proposed new Texas con­ 
stitution has convinced some 
state officials the issue of 
constitutional revision is too 
complicated for the state’s 
voters. 
“Trying to get them to 
understand a 
new 
con­ 
stitution is like trying to tell 
someone how to build a 
Polaris submarine in his 
back 
y a rd ,” 
said 
one 
legislator who did not want 
his name connected with the 
remark. 
Most active workers in the 
three-year effort to update 
the 
century-old 
Texas 
constitution agreed on one 
thing: voters will not ap­ 
prove any constitutional 
issues they do not un­ 
derstand, and most of them 
are not willing to take the 
time to understand a major 
revision. 
"People are naturally 
suspicious, 
and 
to 
un­ 
derstands constitution takes 
a lot of work. It took a lot of 
work for me and I’ve been 
associated with it for three 
years," said Rep, Ronald 


Earle, D-Austin, campaign 
director of the group pushing 
the constitutional revision. 
“Nobody has the time to 
analyze anything like this. 
The people were confused, 
and 
whenever 
they’re 
confused they vote no. I don’t 
think we could have done a 
thing differently than we did 
in our campaign unless we 
had a whole lot of money.” 
E arle, 
Speaker 
Bill 
Clayton and other revision 
supporters 
were 
disap­ 
pointed at the turnout in 
Tuesday’s special election. 
Barely more than 20 per cent 
of the state’s five million 
eligible voters participated. 
“I had hoped for 30 or 35 
per cent,’’ Earle said. “But 
the turnout is always low in 
c o n stitu tio n a l 
re v isio n 
elections. This one was 
better than some we’ve had 
in the past." 


Future efforts to update 
the constitution should be 
one provision at a time, said 
Rep. Lyndon Olson, D-Waco. 
"I think it's out of the 
question to try to do the 
whole thing at one time," he 
said, "I think it’s possible to 
get the people to read it if we 


give it to them a little bit at a 
time. 
“The people have a very 
negative 
attitude 
about 
government, and if you give 
them a symbol to shoot at 
like we did this time, they’re 


going to knock it down. I 
don’t think it is an in­ 
dictment of the legislature 
as much as it is an indication 
of how people feel about 
government and society in 
general.”

(UPL - 
Texas is rebounding from 
the recession faster than the 
nation 
as 
a 
whole, 
a 
University of Texas Bureau 
of Business Research con­ 
sulting statistician reports. 
Dr. John R. Stockton said 
the index of business activity 
in Texas for September was 
up 12 per cent from August, 
reaching its highest point 
since May, 1974. 
He also said gross national 
product for the United States 
has indicated the nation is 
pulling out of the recession. 
“The two measures agree 
that business is improving, 
but 
it 
appears 
that 
the 
decline in Texas was less 
pronounced 
than 
for 
the 
nation as a whole and that 
the recovery in Texas has 
been stro n g e r,” Stockton 
said. 
He 
said 
the 
Texas 
economy, as measured by 
the index of business ac­ 
tivity, 
for 
the first 
nine 
months of this year is only 2 
per cent below the average 
for 1974, and is IO per cent 
above the 1973 average. 
“The Texas economy felt 
the effects of the depression 
later than the nation as a 
whole and was slightly 
slow er in reversing the 
downward trend," Stockton 
said. 
“ However, 
the 


recovery since the second 
quarter' of 1975 has been 
much faster in Texas than in 
the nation.” 
Despite the recent sharp 
upturn in both the gross 
national 
product and the 
Texas 
business 
activity 
index. Stockton said there is 
reason to believe complete 
recovery from the recession 
may be slow in coming. 
He 
noted 
residential 
construction 
activity 
in 
Texas for this year is below 
1974 levels, although in­ 
dustrial production is rising. 
“ Inflation is still a major 
problem, although the rise in 
prices 
has 
slowed 
somewhat,” Stockton said. 
“ Efforts to balance the 
federal budget do not appear 
to be very successful. 


“The economy appears to 
be 
pulling 
out 
of 
the 
recession at a steady rate 
but the basic problem of 
controlling the inflationary 
spiral is no closer to a 
solution than it was a year 
ago. 


“Although we 
are 
cer­ 
tainly not out of the woods, 
conditions will probably 
continue to improve. The 
situation in Texas is cer­ 
tainly as bright as the 
national 
picture,

The four classes or degrees of 
T.B. are (I) primary, (2) spread 
through 
the 
blood 
stream, 
(3) 
dormant or sleeping stage, and (4) 
chronic or adult tuberculosis. 
For the life of me I can't see the 
need for Class 2 unless the wheels 
thought 4 classes sounded better 
than 3. Anyhow primary tuber­ 
culosis usually heals without being 
detected but the big bub-a-boo is 
the germs may be spread through 
the body by the blood stream and 
show up months or years later. 
In the sleeping stage those little 
rascals will go to bed in a half dozen 
or more places in the body. Most 
likely it will be in the lungs, lymph 
nodes in the neck, could be in the 
kidney, and sometimes in the spine. 
Just because these germ s are not 
cau sin g any p ro b lem s doesn't 
mean the person is out of the woods 
cause sooner or later the alarm 
clock could go off and wake these 
things up. Its kinda like the trees 
and grass appear to be dead in 
winter but come back to life in the 
spring. 
H o w e ve r 
even 
in 
the 
sleeping stage T B can usually be 
detected by the use of a skin test. 
W hen the alarm clock does go off 
it usually winds up as chronic or 
adult 
tuberculosis. 
When 
you 
mention T B most people think of 
lungs but it can hit just about 
anyplace it sleeps, lungs, kidneys, 
lymph nodes, or spine. 
Once again the body's defenses 
will rise up and smite the T B germs 
but sometimes these germs don't 
smite so easy. When this happens 
they will grow and dam age the 
body area so severly that it liquifies 
the center and fluid will leak out, 
somewhat 
like 
the 
tomato 
we 
talked about last week. When it 
happens in the spine it can destroy 
parts of the two bones and the 
space in between.

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—The Press and the American Revolution— 
Benedict Arnold Attacks Quebec

The rather 
short and 
stocky, ruggedly handsome 
officer hurried about Reuben 
Colburn’s 
boatyard 
at 
G ardinerstown 
on 
the 
Kennebec River in Maine. 
Colonel Benedict Arnold was 
not pleased with what he saw 
that day in late September, 
1775. 
Two hundred bateaux had 
been built, but many were 
smaller than specifications 
called for. Most of them had 
been poorly built out of green 
lum ber, and 
they 
w ere 
bound to leak or break up on 


the rugged voyage ahead. 
But Colburn had been given 
only three weeks to build the 
boats, and ifs a wonder that 
he got them ready in any 
form. 
In the days ahead Arnold 
and his men often cursed 
Colburn and his bateaux as 
they failed to stand up. But 
one might ask, what boats 
wouldn’t have leaked and 
broken up under the poun­ 
ding they took? 
Rugged Route 
Up the Kennebec, along 
the Dead River, and across 
the height of land in the 
aw eso m e 
w ilderness 
of 
Maine was the route Arnold 
would take. Once in Canada, 
the small arm y would follow 


the Chaudiere River down to 
the St. Lawrence. 
Canada was like a magnet 
drawing 
the 
attention 
of 
Americans in that year of 
revolution, 
1775. 
What 
a 
prize if colonial forces could 
take it! And what a blow to 
British power! 
Accordingly, an arm y of 
about 
1,000 
m en 
was 
organized in 
New 
York 
under 
G eneral 
Philip 
Schuyler. It was to move up 
Lake Champlain and into 
Canada to take Montreal; 
from there it would march 
down the St. Lawrence to 
attack the great stronghold, 
Quebec City. When General 
Schuyler b ecam e ill the 
command of this campaign 


fell to G eneral 
R ichard 
Montgomery. 
Expedition Approved 
General 
Washington 
(in 
his headquarters at Cam­ 
bridge, Mass. gave his ap­ 
proval for the Maine ex­ 
pedition, which w as e n ­ 
thusiastically supported by 
Benedict 
Arnold. The 
commander-in-chief 
evid­ 
ently thought Arnold was the 
dashing and courageous 
leader that this campaign 
required. 
Backed so prestigiously. 
Arnold 
g a th e re d HOO 
volunteers 
at 
Cambridge, 
m a rc h e d 
them 
to 
N ew buryport, 
and 
from 
there took them by boat to 
the Kennebec. By Sept. 22, 
the entire arm y had reached 
Gardinerstown. 
Although 
advance scouts and Indians 
w arn ed 
of 
the 
d an gers 
ahead, no one foresaw the 
agonizing hardships that the 
men would face as they 
hurriedly set out from Ft. 
Western 
(present 
site 
of 
Augusta). 
Army Organized 
Arnold organized his small 
arm y into four companies, 
one of which was made up of 
Virginia and Pennsylvania 
riflemen, led by that born 
leader and veritable Goliath, 
C aptain Daniel 
M organ. 
Other courageous and hardy 
m en th e re w ere, too 
- 
L i e u t e n a n t 
C o l o n e l 
C hristop her 
G reene 
of 
Rhode Island, Major Return 
Meigs of Connecticut, Major 
Timothy Bigelow of Wor­ 
cester, Mass., and young 
Aaron Burr of New Jersey, 
among others. 
The 
onrush 
of 
autumn 
notwithstanding, the daring 


march into the wilderness 
began. Soon the men got 
their taste of hard work- 
c a rry in g the 400 pound 
bateaux over the numerous 
p o r t a g e s 
N e a r 
N o r r i d g e w o c k 
t h e y 
struggled onward 
as 
the 
river fell some 90 feet within 
a mile. 
Food Spoils 
By this time the bateaux 
(despite repairs) split at the 
seams and leaked badly; 
salt pork, 
beef and fish, 
dried peas, 
biscuits, 
and 
other 
provisions 
w ere 
spoiled. But the men pushed 
on. 
B othered 
by 
a 
“prodigious fall of rain," the 
arm y struggled over soggy, 
swampy portages to reach 
Dead River in late October. 
Supplies were short, food 
almost gone and the men 
weary. After a council of 
war, they determined to go 
forward, however Arnold’s 
fourth 
division 
under 
Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Roger 
Enos of Vermont decided to 
turn back 
to safety and 
oblivion. 
The 
rem ainder- 
about 700 in all- plunged 
ahead, half starved, worn 
out, and often ill. Stumbling 
over the Height of Land (the 
spine of the Appalachians), 
some got lost and nearly 
perished in this uncharted 
wilderness. 
Completely Exhausted 
Eventually most of the 
ragged arm y crawled and 
staggered out of the woods in 
the snow and down to the 
C haudiere 
River. 
Com­ 
pletely exhausted, and often 
unable to lift up their fallen 
comrades, they looked more 
like a group of skeletons than 
a fighting force 


They 
w ere 
som ew hat 
revived by food obtained by 
Arnold, 
who 
had 
rushed 
ahead to outlying French 
settlements. And now they 
trudged through the snow to 
Point 
Levis 
(opposite 
Quebec) 
on 
the 
St. 
L aw rence, 
which 
they 
reached Nov. 8, 1775. 
Arnold hastily * collected 
whatever boats 
he could 


find, 
but 
bad 
w eather 
prevented him from crossing 
the wide river until Nov. 13. 
Then the Americans (using 
Wolfe’s path) climbed to the 
Plains of Abraham outside 
the walls of Quebec. Their 
demand for the surrender of 
the city was ignored. 
Arnold Withdraws 
Unable to lure the British 
out of Quebec and too weak 


to assault it, Arnold with­ 
drew to join forces with 
General Montgomery who 
was advancing from Mon­ 
treal. But the latter had only 
about 300 men. 
Although they were too 
few in number (less than 
1,000 in all), the combined 
forces began the assault on 
Quebec in the early morning

save my garden?” 
The first killing frost often 
is followed by several days, 
if not weeks, of favorable 
growing weather. Protecting 
cold-susceptible plants from

Dec. 31, 1775. Montgomery 
led an attack on the west 
wall while Arnold struck 
from the east. 
It ended disastrously for 
the Americans-- General 
Montgomery was killed and 
his force retired in con* 
fusion. While Arnold fought 
his way into the lowertown, 
he was wounded and had to 
be carried back. Despite 
savage and bloody fighting 
by 
men 
under 
Daniel 
Morgan, the 
Americans 
were repulsed. 
IOO Are Killed 
Almost IOO attackers were 
killed or wounded and over 
300 
(including 
Captain 
Morgan) 
were 
taken 
prisoner Arnold maintained 
a weak siege of Quebec in 
early 1776, but by spring, the 
Americans had to retreat up 
the St. Lawrence River. 
With little oppoitunity to 
get news, contem porary 
papers carried only brief 
reports 
of 
the 
events 
described here. Twenty- 
seven of the soldiers who 
marched with Arnold in 1775 
left accounts, journals, and 
diaries describing 
their 
experiences Most of them 
were published in later 
years. 
Kenneth 
Roberts 
reprinted 
and 
analyzed 
many of these acounts in his 
“ March To Quebec” (New 
York, 19381. 
The general conclusion 
one reaches is that Benedict 
Arnold's expedition through 
the Maine wilderness was 
one of the most rugged 
marches in our 
military 
history. 


early frosts can increase the 
productivity and the value of 
a family vegetable garden 
says Jam es R. Risinger, 
Collin County Agricultural 
Extension Agent. 
A common water sprinkler 
can be used as a frost 
protectant system. Water is 
a great equalizer of tem­ 
perature. 
It has a 
high 
specific heat. That is, a 
pound of water gives off 
more heat in losing a degree 
of temperature than any 
other substance. Scientists 
call this the “latent heat of 
freezing or melting.” 
In simpler terms, as water 
freezes it gives off heat. This 
heat can be used to protect 
plants from freeze damage. 
Commercial 
farm ers 
in 
many areas of the country 
have successfully protected 
cold-susceptible plants from 
freeze damage by applying 
water during the freezing 
period. F arm ers actually 
use the heat of the water to 
protect their growing plants. 
The homeowner can do 
exactly the same thing. 
If a light freeze or frost is 
predicted and the conditions 
are suitable, the homeowner 
with a productive garden 
might consider sprinkling 
the 
garden 
for 
frost 
protection. The water should 
be 
applied 
continually 
during the freezing period. 
If freezing temperatures 
occur throughout the night, 
sprinkling the garden the

entire 
night 
will 
be 
necessary. If only a frost is 
p r e d i c t e d , 
a d e q u a t e 
protection usually can be 
provided by sprinkling only 
in the early morning, as this 
is when frost damage is most 
likely to occur. Furrow 
watering also offers some 
protection 
against 
cold 
weather damage, but is not 
as effectige as sprinkling. 
Many homeowners try to 
protect garden crops from 
frost damage by washing the 
frost off with warm water in 
the early morning. Actually 
this practice may increase 
the damage. Plant tissues 


required to go from freezing 
conditions to thawing con­ 
ditions in a short period of 
time will show much more 
damage than those allowed 
to thaw slowly over a period 
of time, says the county 
agent. 


“ Remember, the first 
freezing weather does not 
have to mean the end of a 
successful summer garden,” 
Risinger stated. “A little 
water applied at the right 
time may go a long way 
toward saving those highly 
nutritious and tasty home­ 
grown vegetables.

Allied troops landed in 
Northwest Africa, two Medal 
of Honor winners and a 
bitter day of fighting for the 
Third Army during World 
War II are part of the events 
that mark history during this

On Nov. 8, 1942, allied 
troops invaded Northwest 
Africa, landing on Algerian 
and 
M oroccan 
Coasts. 
Operation Torch, as it was 
called, involved more than 
100,000 men, hundreds of 
planes and more than 250 
ships. The success of the 
operation 
wrote a 
new 
chapter 
in 
am phibious 
warfare. 
On Nov. 9, 1789, General 
Cornwallis sent a detach­ 
ment of his British soldiers 
to attack Thomas Sumter’s 
militia §t Fishdam Ford, 
SC. 
Sumter’s men 
were 
surprised but still defeated 
the 
British 
and 
inflicted 
heavy losses on them. 
On 
Nov. 
IO, 
1943. 
Lieutenant Maurice L. Britt 
found himself hemmed in by 
a fierce Germ an attack 
north of Mignano, Italy. His 
entire company was pinned 
down and despite being shot 
in the side, and with his 
chest, face and hands torn by 
a grenade, he wiped out an 
enemy machine gun crew,

“ I fill up children’s note­ 
books, longhand, which I 
send off to Mrs. Faulkner, 
who is 
secretary 
to 
the 
manager of the Connaught 
hotel in London. She types 
them up, puts a copy in the 
safe and sends me one. 
“ At first I dictated to a 
secretary who quit because 
she objected to my use of 
four letter words. I hired an 
American girl to replace her 
but 
she 
laughed 
at 
everything I said, even when 
I cleared my throat. I had to 
let her go.” 
Niven, who ranks among 
the 
world’s 
great 
racon­ 
teurs, has no intention of 
setting 
aside 
acting 
to 
concentrate on writing. 
He won the Oscar for best 


actor in 1958 for “ Separate 
Tables” and credits his cel­ 
luloid longevity to his refusal 
to play parts for which he is 
too old. 
Niven asks two questions 
when a part is offered him — 
first, “ When?” and secon­ 
dly, “W here?” 
If the film is shooting in 
the winter months he refuses 
instantly.

Niven’s age is not fully 
established. He gives the 
appearance of being perhaps 
50 
y ears

he has been making films for 
two score years.

“The price of gasoline has 
been rising over the past two 
or three years and, quite 
frankly, the motorist won­ 
ders why,” the API said. 
“ Are the oil companies 
ripping him off at the pump9 
What about those windfall 
profits he’s been reading 
about?

No, said the API in a 
recent report breaking down 
where every penny of the 
price of a gallon of regular 


goes — a procedure it notes 
is difficult to do with any 
precision. 
API said actual costs vary 
substantially 
am ong 
oil 
companies for a number of 
reasons: type of crude used, 
where it comes from and at 
what price; refinery e f­ 
ficiency; transportation and 
marketing 
factors 
among 
others. To break out one 
product — in this case motor 
gasoline — from the many 
products made from crude 
oil in the refinery stream can 
result at best in a “ gues­ 
stimate,” the API said 
Bearing all this in mind, it 
offers the following: 
Out of a hypothetical 
gallon of regular gasoline 
costing 58.7 cents at the 
pump, the API said, the oil 


company makes an average 
of 2 cents 
profit, 
also 
hypothetical, 
but 
a 
“ ballpark figure, based on 
government estimates and 
company testimony.” The 
profit margin, it said, has 
rem ained 
constant 
for 
several years, before as well 
as after the Arab oil boycott 
and the 400 per cent increase 
in the cost of foreign crude.

much in taxes as the com­ 
panies earn in profits.

They were in their church in Saigon 
when the Viet Cong came. The soldiers m arched into the 
church with a picture of Ho Chi Mein. They ordered the 
picture displayed in the church and when the parish priest 
refused, they shot him on the sport in front of the people. 


Right then this family decided they w ere going to get out of 
the country if they could. They m ade their plans, put 
together a.fe w -belongings and went to the ocean hoping to 
get on board a ship. They were a large family and only this 
young couple” her mother and 15-yedr-oId brother were 
allowed to board a sm all fishing boat. The rest of the family 
is still in Vietnam. 


There were 72 people on the fishing boat with only room to sit 
up. They had no w ater and little food for three days. They 
thought they were going to die. After three days, they were 
picked up by an American Ship and taken to Singapore. They 
were there for three months and then cam e to the United 
States where they rem ained at Fort Chaffee for one month 
before coming to Plano. They are delighted to be here and 
extrem ely grateful for the many kindnesses which they have 
received. 
. 
At present some additional clothing is needed for our 
Vietnamese family, preferable clothes that are clean and in 
good repair. They may be brought to the church building 
between nine a m. and noon, and I to 3 p m. each weekday. A 
medium size is needed for the men. Articles needed are. 
sweaters, slacks or jeans (29” waist, 30 
long), socks 
(stretch to fit), and a m an’s coat in a size medium. 
A girls size 9 to ll in slacks or jeans is needed, a size 9 
blouse, a girls medium sweater, gown, robe, pajam as, and a 
coat in a sm all size, 9 or IO.

Kent State story virtually

Questions might be raised 
as to tne propriety of Adams’ 
and the board’s involvement

were so rootless we could do 
little to help them. The 
program 
tripled 
our 
breakins. They stole type­ 
writers and food,” the Rev. 
Mann said. 
“I came to the conclusion 
you can’t help these people 
by making them depen­ 
dent.” 
“One Sunday last year we 
fed them in the afternoon 
and when they came again in 
the middle of the Sunday 
night services, they said, 
hey, where’s the food. 
“I hired the security guard 
because there’s no way we 
could put up no trespassing 
signs on our church,” he 
said. “But it’s safe to wor­ 
ship here now.” 
“During the 60s there were 


lots of kids walking the 
streets 
trying 
to 
find 
themselves,” the Rev. Mann 
said. “ A lot of kids wandered 
about the countryside but in 
those days they were not the 
bum-types or parasites.” 
The minister, a father of 
three children, said he was 
not referring to students and 
street vendors who sell their 
wares along the drag, but to 
the transients — a small 
group of young bums who 
travel a circuit that includes 
Boston, Boulder, Colo., and 
Austin. 
“These people are human 
beings and 
I’m 
not 
for 
treating them like cattle,” 
the Rev. Mann said. “We're 
just saying a few hard core 
people have violated our 
right to exist. We welcome 
the street people to come 
worship with us. 
“We just say don’t harrass 
us, don’t attack us.”

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Regulation Now 


Seems Ineffective 


“Trust m e!”

NEW YORK 
(UPI) — 
Americans’ 
faith 
in 
government regulation of 
business 
seems 
to 
be 
waning. 
This may sound like a 
paradox since bureaucratic 
regulation by federal, state 
and city governments ob­ 
viously still is proliferating. 
But the very proliferation 
is arousing opposition and is 
causing the academic com­ 
munity, which originally fa­ 
thered such regulation in the 
19th century, to take an 
increasingly skeptical view 
of its value. 
President Ford is much in 
favor of a drastic reduction 
in bureaucratic regulation 
but whether he will be able to 
get any 
steps in 
that 
direction through Congress 
remains to be seen. 
John C. Biegler, a senior 
partner in the national ac­ 
counting 
firm. 
Price, 
Waterhouse & Co., went into 
the subject in a recent 
speech in Los Angeles. He 
said bureaucratic regulation 
has been a huge burden to 
the American people as well 
as to business. He noted that 
Chicago economist Milton 
Friedman and others have 
been saying for years that 
regulatory 
agencies 
designed to protect con­ 
sumers from industry turn 
out in practice to protect 
business from competition 
and thus from the consumer; 
they have legitimatized and 
perpetuated monopoly. 
Biegler said bureaucratic 
regulation “ mandates ob­ 
solete procedures, stifles 
innovation and rigidifies 
society.” Even the needed 
regulation of the drug in­ 
dustry can delay the in­ 
troduction of new life-saving 
drugs. 
He said the skeptics in the 
academic 
world 
whose 
forerunners were crusaders 
for ever more regulation 
now are attacking even such 
time hallowed regulatory 
institutions as municipal 
zoning. “ A University of 
Chicago professor, after 


carefully comparing the long 
term results in zoned and 
unzoned cities, doubts that 
zoning makes much dif­ 
ference,” Biegler said. 
Even 
some 
of 
the 
regulators have become 
skeptical. Chairman Lewis 
Engman of the Federal 
Trade Commission has said . 
“ The fact of the matter is 
that most regulated in­ 
dustries 
have 
become 
federal protectorates, living 
in a cosy world of cost-plus, 
safely protected from the 
ugly specters of competition, 
efficiency and innovation.” 
Biegler said it’s obvious 
modern American society 
can’t get along without 
regulation of industry and 
commerce but, he asked, 
does 
it 
have 
to 
be 
bureaucratic regulation? He 
sa id 
c o n v e n t io n a l 
bureaucratic regulation is 
an expensive and ineffective 
way to prevent 
business 
from doing things 99 per cent 
of America’s businesses 
don’t want to do anyway. 
The solution, he said, is to 
rely more on the rule of law- 
enforcement of regulatory 
standards by the courts 
rather than bureaucratic 
agencies and on 
“ per­ 
formance regulation which 
mandates results.” 
He gave an example of 
what he meant by saying: 
“ There are two ways to 
write a building code. You 
can specify precisely what 
materials and construction 
methods must be used or you 
can write a performance 
code.” 


The performance code just 
says how strong, how water­ 
proof, how fireproof and how 
well ventilated building 
must be, for example. It is 
much simpler to write and 
police than 
a complex 
specifications code that 
limits builders to certain 
materials 
and 
methods 
which leads to favoritism, 
graft and rigid obsolescence. 
Biegler said this same 
principle could be used to 
improve the nation’s entire 
regulatory climate.

LONDON (UPI) — Society 
may be demanding more of 
the human brain than it can 
cope with, according to Prof. 
Ivor Mills of the University 
of Cambridge. 
He thinks it is possible that 
some of the disturbing 
aspects of life today — the 
starvation 
phenomenon 
among girl students, the 
classroom misbehavior of 
juveniles — may be the 
result of people being pushed 
too close to the ultimate 
capacity of their brains. 
“ Can the brain go on in­ 
definitely coping with new 
challenges or is there a 
limit?” he asked in an ar­ 
ticle in New Scientist. 
One of the symptoms of 
this brain strain, he said, is a 
mild depression. 
“ Nowadays,” he went on. 
“ a number of children and 
young people have found 
that mild depression may be 
overcome 
by 
doing 
something exciting. This 
may be going to a pop 
concert with music at pain- 
producing intensity, it may 
be challenging authority at 
home or it may involve 
stealing 
or 
other 
law­ 
breaking activities. 
“ The more depressed they 
are, the more exciting the 
challenge has to be to mask 
their depression. Many of 
these young people have 
described the progressive 
increase in devilment that is 
necessary to stop feeling 
depressed. Producing an 
intense disturbance in class, 
in which the other chidren 
soon become involved, is a 
favorite 
and 
effective 
mechanism ” 
Mills said it has been 
known for a long time that 
starvation for about two 
weeks increases the speed 
and accuracy of mental 
processes, especially mental 
arithmetic. 
“ This,” 
he said, 
“ is 
probably the explanation of 
the huge increase in self­ 
starvation in young women 
doing academic work. This 
condition in the extreme 
form known as Anorexia 
Nervosa, is now common 
and our studies have shown 


that in 75 per cent of the 
cases they started crash 
dieting in the year in which 
they were working for a 
major examination.” 
Mills said it all came down 
to this: 
When problems in private 
life are associated with high 
demands at work or at 
school eventually the brain 
reaches a point at which it 
can no longer cope. In old­ 


fashioned terms, a nervous 
breakdown occurs. 
Many of the people who 
are driving themselves (t0 
pass examinations or to gain 
promotion or to do two jobs 
to get more affluence) are 
helped by anti-depressants 
but there is a limit to how 
much these drugs 
can 
achieve.

once and for all the struggle 
that kept both sides of the 
Tug River on edge for 
several decades 
It’s to be a reunion fraught 
with irony. 
For one thing, the kinfolk 
of Randall McCoy plan to put

$8,000 
granite 
monument, purchased from 
the Hatfield Monument Co., 
whose owner just happens to 
be 
Henry 
Hatfield, 
a 
grandson of Devis Arise, the 
feared patriarch of his clan 
“ We’re all like brothers,”

“ They're all fine boys 
McCoy’s 
descendants 
want to mark the site where 
five of their forebearers are 
buried in unattended graves 
a grim testimony to the 
bloodshed that darkened 
both sides of the Tug River in 
Pike County, Ky.. and Mingo 
County, W.Va. 
Three of the five McCoys 
buried at the site were tied to 
pawpaw trees and shot to 
death by Hatfields to avenge 
the fatal stabbing of Ellison 


Hatfield during an election 
day fracas. 
In 
another 
poignant 
stroke, the two families will 
dine on a roast hog 
symbolic of a dispute over 
the ownership of a pig that 
precipitated much of the 
intense hatred between the 
two clans. 


Dedication 
of 
the 
monument is to be open to 
the public, with invitations 
going out to the governors of 
both West Virginia and 
Kentucky 
On the monument will be 
an inscription written b\ 
Jimmy Wolford, a bluegrass 
musician hoping to record an 
album for possible use as a 
soundtrack in a movie about 
the feud. 
Wolford, whose mother 
was a McCoy, wrote 
“ There is no secret why 
they died so young. Pride 
took control and youth s song 
was never sung ” 
Hatfield felt the idea of a 
monument was “ a good 
thing” when the McCoys 
approached him to place the 
order at his firm 


And, the idea of getting the 
two families together here in 
a month or so, and possibly 
making it an annual thing 
also caught the monument 
firm owner’s eye. 
Hatfield says it might 
prove that after nearly a 
century no hostilities linger 
and could make things 
“ better for both families
